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An Account of BOOKS.

THis Treatife confifts of two Heads. In the Firft 
the Author undertakes to give a General Method 
for determining the Quadratures of Curvilinear Spaces, 
and this he {hews may always be done by finding ano- 
ther Curve-line from the known Property of its Tan- 
gent ; which Curve-line he therefore calls the Quadratrix 
of the propofed Space. Now this Quadratrix ( for all 
Spaces comprehended by Geometrical Curves ) is either 
a Geometrical or a Mechanical Cure-line: And accord- 
ingly he divides the whole into rwo Parts. In the Firft 
of theie he treats of hch Spaces, whofe Quadratrix's 
are Geometrical Carves, where he Illustrates his Method 
by a great variety of Examples: difcovermg in feveral 
of them a new Method of finding Infinite Series's (with- 
out the trouble of Divifion or Extraction of Roots ) by 
affumiog an Arbitrary Series with unknown Coefficients, 
which are eafily determined in the Progrefs of the Pro- 
blem. And fince the Publication of this Treatife we 
have fbme Inftances of the like Method of finding Sme/s 
by that excellent Mathematician, Mr. Leibnitz, Printed 
in the Aft a Bruditorum of April, 1 693. Afterwards he 
gives a Method of comparing the Area's of Figures with 
the fimpiefl Figures of the lame kind; from which he 
deduces many Theorems, each of which do exhibit the 
Quadratures of an Infinity of Figures without any trou-

Ele of Calculation : And withal (hewing to what Theorem 
any propofed Figure is to be referred, and how the like 
Theorems may be continued by the help of his general 
Method. He concludes this Firfl Part with a Difcourfe 
concerning the Analytical Expre/fion of Quadratures, 
wherein is {hewn, that though the^/wanfwering to the 
Abfciffa be that which is commonly fought, yet the ge- 
neral Quadrature found by his Method, is tor the mofl: 
parr either greater or Jeffcr : Therefore he gives botli a 
Geometrical and Analytical Rule for knowing whether 
the (aid general Quadrature be deficient or exceeding, 
and what that deficient or exceeding Quantity is. 

The Second Part treats of the Quadratures of thofe 
Spaces, whofe Qmdratrixs are Mechanical or Tranfccn- 
dent Curves, as lie ( after Mr. Leibnitz. ) choofes rather 
to call them ,• where he gives a general Method for find- 
ing their Tangents. And having given a Rule for de- 
fining the Tranfcendent Quadratrix of any Algebraical 
Curve ( that is not capable of a Geometrical one ) he 
Illuftrates the fame by finding the Tranfcendent Qua- 
dratures of the Circle, Hyperbola, and two other Figures. 

There is added at the end, the Author's Anfwer to a 
Letter of Mr. D. T's. relating to a Controverfie between 
them concerning a Method of Quadratures, publilhed 
by Mr. D. T. in the Acla Eruditorum. 

The Second Head of this Treatife is concerning the 
Geometrical Places, wherein is fhewn how to determine 
any Solid Place, by comparing the Equation with a ge- 
neral Theorem comprehending all Places of that kind: 
Whereby are avoided all thofe many Rules about the 
Reduction of the given Equation, and the variety of the 
Signs -f- and — , which have hitherto rendred this Piece 
of Geometry fo troublefom. 
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H. The Hiflory of the Church of Malabar, from 
the time of its being Difcovered by the Por- 
tuguezes in the Year iejoi.

TH E Author of this Hiftory begins with a fhort 
Account of the Country of Malalar, as to its 
Situation, its Kingdoms, and Ports, moftly inhabited by 
Heathens, only the South end of the Sena or Gate, a 
Ridge of Mountains running a 00 Leagues North and 
South, is Inhabited by Cbriflians, as they call themfelves 
of St. Thomas, which Apoftle, they fay, firft converted 
them. They have been for 1300 Years under the Pa- 
triarch of Babylon. Next, he (hews us how the firft 
News of them came to Portugal, Anno 1 5* 01. and upon 
what Account they begged the Portuguez Affiftance a- 
gainil the Infidels. Anno ifo?. two Christians ftnt by 
the Venetians, taught the Indians the ufe of Great Guns, 
thereby to oppofe the Portuguez and their Trade there. 
Till about the Year 1544. little more was heard of 
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them, at which time the Crofs, and other pretended Re- 
liques of St. Thomas were found at Meliapor, cf whici* 
the Author gives the Legend, which leads him to give 
an Account of the Violenres ufed by the Roman C&iho- 
ticks fo bring them to the Obedience of their Church , 
for that purpofe ceiling a Colledge at Cranganor. Anno 
1546. and in die Year is^7- another to tnllruce them 
in fhe Chaldee end Syriack Tongues. The Fxtrestms 
they there made me on as the Author Obfe) ves, had like 
to have cofi: them all that they had in the indies, and 
was the greateft caufe of the War between th? Per- 
tuguez and the Indians. There are fevtral Femarkable 
Pailages of the Jefukes Contrivances, and the Indians 
Refentment thereof, for which I refer to the Booh, as 
lefs proper to our Defign. The Author fhtws the De- 
clines wherein the Church of Maiabar agrees with that 
of England, and differs from the Roman. And concludes 
with the A&s and Decrees of the Sywd of Diamper, 
with the occafion of its being called ; which, with a 
Preface to a Mifal imposed upon that Church by the 
Arch-Bifliop Menez.es, ends the whole Book.
